OF BOOKS PLAN 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Rafael Edelman, head of the 
Royal 
Library in Copenhagen, which com- 
prises 50,000 books on a variety of 
subjects and in several languages, has 
been in London for a few days to 
further his project to establish .a 
central catalogue of all Jewish books 
in Europe. 

Dr. Edelman, who was born in Latvia 
and went to Denmark at the age of seven, 
studied. at Berlin University, the Hilde- 
sheimer Rabbinical. Seminar, and. at the 
University of Bonn. 

Because of the anti-Jewish campaign 
during the occupation of Denmark. he 
escaped, together: with his wife and 
family, to Sweden in 1943 and returned 
io. Denmark two. years later. He then 
suggested to the library authorites that as 
nearly all the Jewish books in Europe had 
been destroyed, they should make. their 
books “available to all Jewish scholars 
and students in Europe who wished to use 
them. His plan,. which was. approved, 
had the co-operation. of. the existing 
Jewish libraries in Europe

N 1952 the .United Nations 

called for a report on the possi- 

bilities of using the , waters. of 
the Rivers Jordan and Yarmuk 
for irrigating the Jordan Valley 
and establishing refugees. there.

Settler's Experience 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE

MEMORIES OF AN IMPRESARIO— 


By A. B. LEVY 


HEN the Vilna. Troupe of 
Yiddish players left Lon- 
don'in 1923 their director, 
David Herfnan, wrote in the auto- 
graph book of Moris Susman, who 
had brought them here, a sentence 
to this effect: Whom. the Lord 
wishes to punish severely he makes 
an impresario.
